| But much has been done for the Negro religiously | 
during the past fifty years. In 1863, there existed for 
the colored people in the United States 550 churches, 
with a combin ein dag | of 550,000 or one church 
_ for every 1000 adherents. In 1913 there were 40,000 
churches and 4,300,000 members, or one church to 
every 100 adherents. Church property had multiplied 
in value from $1,060,000 to $70,000,000. 

According to the census of 1910, there were then 
9,827,763 Negroes in the United States; hence about 
45 per cent of those people were church mombers. 
The Catholic Church is credited with 36 churches, 

$8,235 communicants, and church property valued at 
$678,000. There is, therefore, only one Catholic 
church to every 1,100 members. Compare this with 
the record of some of the sects:

* There is evidently a big task before the Catholic 
Church in the United States in relation to the Negro. 
The harvest is so great, the laborers so few; and 
hitherto the money supplied by American Catholics 
for the religious care of the Negro ) has been w holly in- 
adequate for the maintenance of the few workers and 
institutions we have. We need priests, sisters, schools, 
churches, and at least one college for the training of 
select Catholic Negroes. More about this.next week. 


There are at present five Negro priests in this 
country working in the interest of their race. Two

Eight years ago Sister Hilda, of the Sisters of Charity of Cincin- | 
nati, was sens by her superior to the Negro Catholic school at Memphis, | 
Tenn. A year ago she died; laboring almost to the day of her death ) 
among her little charges. When she died, the colored people of the 
community realized that a great factor in the development of the race 
was taken from them. The community at large came to recognize Sis- 
ter Hilda’s boys and girls by certain unmistakable signs ‘of character 
and deportment. 

The humble servant of Christ came not to receive but to give. She 
gave generously of all her wonderful piety and patience and menta! 
endowment. The colored people of the community, Catholic and Prot 
estant alike, have determined that her memory shall be kept green 
among them, so they have erected a beautiful, two manual pipe organ 
in St. Anthony’s church as a memorial to her. 

It is probably the first time in the history of the Negro that he has 
erected a monument to any member of the white race. That such : 
monument should be erected to a humble Sister of Charity speaks well 
for the future of Catholic endeavor among the colored people.
